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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  YOUR  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

During  the  past  year  New  Hampshire  faced  the  greatest  for- 
est fire  threat  to  its  woodlands  in  more  than  sixty  years.  The 
continued  drought  brought  home  to  our  citizens,  as  never  before, 
the  potential  threat  of  destructive  fires  to  their  beautiful  and  val- 
uable forests,  homes  and  livelihood.  In  true  American  tradition 
of  meeting  a  common  threat  by  volunteer  effort,  this  fire  danger 
was  minimized  by  active  prevention,  patrol  and  a  relinquishing  of 
personal  rights  for  the  common  good.  It  was  the  greatest  dem- 
onstration of  public  cooperation  ever  experienced  by  those  re- 
sponsible for  local  and  state  fire  control.  The  ready  forces  of 
volunteer  fire  services  kept  the  losses  low.  For  their  effort  and 
public  response  the  general  fire  service  expresses  its  heartfelt 
thanks  for  a  job  well  done. 

Prevention  however,  is  not  just  an  activity  for  the  bad  fire 
years.  It  must  be  practiced  until  it  becomes  a  part  of  our  public 
conscience  -  -  a  habit.  Just  plain  carelessness  with  fires  causes 
too  many  of  our  fires. 

The  following  practices  and  suggestions  will  help: 

1.  Always  have  a  permit  for  outdoor  burning  and  burn  with- 
in the  terms  of  the  permit  and  in  a  safe  place.   Burn  late 
in  the   afternoon  when  the  wind  is  down  or  on  a  rainy  or 
damp  days.  Check  your  fire  and  if  winds  develop,  exting- 
uish it  promptly. 

2.  Carry  your  rubbish  to  the  public  dump  -  its  safer.  A 
neglected  backyard  incinerator  causes  many  fires. 

3.  Never  discard  lighted  cigarette  or  match.  Make  this  a 
year  round  habit  regardless  of  the  safety  of  your  sur- 
roundings. 

4.  Children  caused  fires  are  now  a  major  concern.  Keep 
matches  away  from  them  and  teach  them  to  respect  fire 
and  not  make  it  a  subject  of  play. 

Lets  all  join  with  "Smokey  the  Bear"  and  "Keep  New  Hamp- 
shire Green"  and  growing  in  1964.

5.  To  choose  one  or  more  Auditors  and  such  other  Officers 
and  Agents  as  the  voters  may  judge  necessary. 

6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,   Auditors,    Committees, 
or  Officers  chosen,    and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

7.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  District  will  raise  and  ap- 
propriate for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of 
School  District  Officials  and  Agents,  and  for  the  payment 
of  statutory  obligations  of  the  District,  and  to  authorize 
the  application  against  said  appropriation  of  such  sums  as 
are  estimated  to  be  received  from  the  state  equalization 
fund  and  other  state  sources  together  with  other  income; 
the  School  Board  to  certify  to  the  Selectmen  the  balance 
between  the  estimated  revenue  and  the  appropriation, 
which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  Town. 

8.  To  transact   any  other   business   that  may   legally   come 
before  this  meeting.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 
To  the  Citizens  od  Springfield: 

ENROLLMENT 

The  enrollment  as  of  January  1,  1964  was  29  divided  as  fol- 
lows: 

Primary  Room       (Grades  1-3)    -    14 
Upper  Room  (Grades  4-6)    -    15 

Eight  students  are  enrolled  in  Grades  7  and  8  in  New  London. 
Nineteen  students  are  attending  high  school  at  New  London. 

SCHOOL  COSTS  -  FUTURE  SET-UP 

School  costs  and  tuition  charges  continue  to  climb. 

Next  year  the  tuition  charges  at  New  London  will  be: 

Grades  9-12    -    $490.00 
Grades  1-8      -    $275. 00 

Last  year,  Springfield's  own  cost  of  operating  Memorial 
School  (Grades  1-6)  was  $472.  58  per  pupil  --  with  transportation 
charges  not  included  in  this  figure.  The  average  cost  per  ele- 
mentary pupil  for  the  entire  state  was  $295.  00  --  nearly  $200.  00 
less  per  pupil  than  Springfield's  cost. 

I  consider  it  is  my  duty  to  point  out  that,  in  my  opinion, 
Springfield  could  provide  its  students  with  as  good  an  education, 
or  better,  at  considerably  less  cost  by  sending  pupils  in  Grades 
5  and  6  to  New  London  and  operating  one  room  (  Grades  1-4)  in 
Springfield.  Next  year  the  cost  of  sending  9  pupils  in  Grades 
5  and  6  to  New  London  at  a  tuition  charge  of  $275.  00  each  would 
total  $2,475.00.  This  is  far  less  than  the  salary  of  the  second 
teacher.  There  would  be  additional  savings  in  books,  scholar's 
supplies,   teacher's  retirement,   etc. 

You  are  presently  operating  a  very  expensive,  2 -room  multi- 
grade  set-up.  I  firmly  believe  you  could  operate  one  room  (gra- 
des 1-4),  keep  your  young  children  in  town,  provide  single  grade 
opportunities  for  your  students  in  Grades  5  and  6  and  save  several 
thousand  dollars  of  taxpayers'  money  each  year.  You  ought  to 
give  this  idea  some  serious  consideration  in  the  years  ahead. 
You  shouldn't  continue  the  present  set-up  indefinitely  without 
giving  this  alternative  some  thought.

Mrs.  Lucy  Jillson  replaced  Mrs.  Estelle  Duford  as  Oper- 
ator of  the  School  Lunch  Program  and  is  doing  a  very  satisfac- 
tory job. 

The  continued  cooperation  of  the  School  Board,  School  Staff, 
and  Citizens  is  appreciated.
